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The People’s House — The White House 
By Marilou Newell 

In February 1962, Charles Collingswood, a 
CBS news correspondent, got the tour of a lifetime 
from a woman whose efforts to preserve and improve 
“the people’s house” would set the standard of the 
conservatorship of historic government buildings. 

Bringing to life the work of one of America’s 
most beloved first ladies, Jackie Kennedy, was Katherine 
Gillirand, docent manager of the JFK Library in Boston, 
in a presentation hosted virtually by the Mattapoisett 
Museum. 

As Kennedy led Collingswood and the world 
through the renovated spaces, she spoke in hushed tones 
that required one to pay attention to her every word. 

Her movements were graceful and balanced, not rushed 
or hasty, granting time for the viewer to take in all that 
was displayed. As she described paintings, furnishings, 
wall coverings, and rugs, one was transported into the 
rooms never before seen by most people, rooms within 

a structure meant to stand as a bastion of democracy. 
Kennedy would create a place that not only spoke to 
that role but to the history that had taken place within its 
walls. As the young folks today might say, “Jackie was in 
the house,” but it was no simple home; it was the White 
House. 

If you are of a certain age, you may recall the 
television program, a first, that brought the world inside 
the country’s most important structure on a tour given by 
Kennedy after restoration was well underway. From green 
room to blue room and from Lincoln’s bedroom to the 
Oval Office, we witnessed her tireless efforts to showcase 
the interior spaces as she believed they deserved, like a 
museum. 

Gillirand said that Kennedy held a vast interest 
in history, culture, and art and, as a small child, had 
toured the White House. However, the young Kennedy’s

takeaway was that other buildings in D.C. were far more 
interesting. Thus, when she returned decades later as the 
first lady at the age of 31, she proclaimed, “The White 
House must be restored.” She believed that the structure 
had to speak to the whole history of the presidency, 
Gillirand said, and that would require the best possible 
examples of period furnishings, art objects, wallpapers, 
and, well, just about everything. 

Going back briefly to the building of the White 
House in 1792, Gillirand talked about the architect

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who won the contest for designing the building. James 
Hobin’s White House would be a Georgian mansion 
with Palladian features styled after the Leinster House in 
Dublin, which today houses the Irish legislature. 

There were at least two phases of renovations 
done in subsequent years, one in 1814 after it was burned 
by the British in the War of 1812, which continued through 
1817. Then in 1902, there was a large-scale renovation 
that added the neo-classical west wing. Probably the 
largest of all projects to improve the structure came in 
1949 when Truman was president, and the infrastructure 
of the building was deemed unsound. Gillirand said, 
“The renovation was so expensive it was furnished 
with department store furnishing and reproduction 
pieces.” Today the White House has 132 rooms. In a sad 
commentary on how first ladies were once treated, after 
Lincoln’s death, Mary Todd Lincoln was penniless. She 
was forced to sell off their furniture to support her family. 

It is worthy to note, and Gillirand stated, “No 
taxpayer money was used” in the Kennedy restoration 


project. She said that Kennedy asked museums to loan 
American works of art to the White House and that 
average citizens sent many pieces, large and small, 
directly. “Most of those items were returned,” Gillirand 
said. 

Kennedy was also a prime mover in establishing a 
law, passed in 1961, that in essence says that first families 
may not remove White House pieces or take them as 
theirs; furthermore, items in the White House will be 
curated. 

In spite of Kennedy’s eye for detail, organizational 
skills, and ability to mount such a significant effort, she 
did not have a written plan, Gillirand pointed out. “This 
house will always grow,” Kennedy said, but she was 
saddened that original pieces were missing. Kennedy’s 
informal plan was shaped by what she could acquire 
or find in storage. During the renovation, there was a 
carpentry and a fabric shop. She was a hands-on manager 
whose vision will remain on view for centuries to come. 

Gillirand pointed to Kennedy’s deep sense of 
responsibility to bring, not only to America but also to the 
world, a White House that spoke to the office’s history.

Over a dozen Old Rochester Regional High 
School students pocketed their smartphones, went out 
into a chilly Saturday morning to learn about this land 
from Paul “Ozzie” Osenkowski, and helped the MLT’s 
Education Committee install a ‘Story Walk’ on it. 

“T joined (MLT) because I wanted to cut this 
[brush] down because it was a mess, and I said, ‘What a 
nice little stream,’ to show that there’s things that went 
on here years and years ago,” said Osenkowski, who is 
originally from Taunton but for the last 21 years has been 
a full-time Mattapoisett resident volunteering with the 
Land Trust. “I always give the talk to the sixth graders, 

... talk to them about what the history of Mattapoisett 

is and why this stream is so important, and what made 
Mattapoisett develop. That’s the thing I try to get across to 
all the kids.” 

For Saturday’s high schoolers, Osenkowski’s 
delivery is challenging, inviting participation via some 
impromptu quiz questions. Students bite down on what 
he has to say and draw connections to their world. 

“T’ve always been interested in the water,” said 
Thomas Galavotti, the starting goalie on the ORR/ 
Fairhaven hockey team. “My grandmother is good friends 
with Ellen Flynn, who’s the chair (of the MLT’s Education 
Committee).” One thing led to another, and Galavotti is 
presently a student board member with the MLT. Joining 
shortly after the state shutdown measures in March 2020, 
Galavotti is only now sinking his teeth into the MLT’s 
activities. 

The Story Walk, called “Noisy Paintbox,” was 
written by Barb Rosenstock and illustrated by Mary 
GrandPre. It can be found under the red cedar trees off 
of Route 6 and Mendell Road in Mattapoisett. There 
is a small parking lot along the east side of Mendell 
Road across from Mattapoisett’s Highway Department 
building. 

The assembly of ORR students volunteering for 
MLT activities varies, according to Karen Browning, who 
works together with fellow ORR teacher Lynn Connor on 
the high school’s Community Service Learning Group. 
The two collaborate with the MLT to provide the building

and maintenance of trails, and they have turned the 
experience into an educational tool by enlisting students 
in ORR’s Environmental Club. 

Dexter “Tub” Mill park has almost 4 acres of 
grassy area bordered on the south by Route 6. Beginning 
in the southeast corner with the old mill pond dam, the 
land extends west to Mendell Road residences and north 
to a wooded area that at one point reaches Acushnet 
Road. The rusty turbine left from the water-powered 
sawmill operated in the 19th and 20th centuries will soon 
be relocated near a kiosk toward the corner of Route 6 and 
Mendell Road. 

The event was one of several during the 
year organized by numerous key players, including 
Osenkowski, with the guidance of Ellen P. Flynn, director 
and chair of the MLT’s Education Committee. 

“Ozzie is in charge of stewardship, so all the 
beauty that you see on these properties— he basically 
maintains the properties— and when we get a new 
property he goes in there, he and his group of volunteers 
go in and they create these gorgeous trails,” explained 
Mary Cabral, who with fellow MLT Board of Directors 
and Education Committee member Wendy Copps led the 
event. 

When the MLT has procured open space over the 
past two decades, Osenkowski clears out what would be 
thick, invasive brush capable only of keeping the land 
quiet but also useless. After Osenkowski and his helpers

are done with it, the land shines like a welcome mat at the 
front door to the town itself. 

“He went in there with chain saws and brush 
cutters and volunteers— my husband was one of them. 

It does take a lot of time, a lot of energy,” said Cabral. 
“We're trying to increase the activities on the property, 
so not just walking and hiking but story walk that we’re 
in the process of doing now for families. And we’re now 
in the process of creating scavenger hunts [and] finding 
items that are naturally here.” 

Before departing, the leaders asked the students 
to decide on creative items to be placed for a scavenger 
hunt. 

“People want to get together, they want to have 
hugs, they want to be friends ... they need company. We 
are not islands,” said Osenkowski, who left the students 
with a request for help at the Grace Pond area. “I need 
people to help me out, young people who can bend over 
and pick up sticks. I need your help! Tell your friends! 

I need it over on Bowman Road over at the Grace Pond 
area So we can create a park that is for [disabled] people 
to get to because we've got a great trail system throughout 
this area.... 1 hope you can enjoy what you have here in 
town.” 

Galavotti said he hopes he can bring some hockey 
players with him to the next clean-up effort. “I just want 
to do as much stuff as possible,” he said.

Meghan Craig understands if her teammates have 
been stressed out by the effects and restrictions of the 
coronavirus pandemic, but her sports-related challenges 
were well underway when the 2020 spring season 
was canceled. After a December 2019 foot surgery and 
extended rehab, the Mattapoisett native was just happy by 
the end of 2020 to be back playing ice hockey. 

An 18-year-old senior goaltender, Craig restarted 
her career with her Bridgewater-based junior team and 
was most recently between the pipes of the Old Rochester 
Regional coop girls hockey team. 

“Tt was nice to get back because I’ve been playing

while, too, so everyone 
knows each other. It’s a 
very strong connection 
there. Everyone was 
supportive in helping me 
get back,” said Craig, who 
got some coaching from 
former ORR goalie Jake 
DeMoranville and coach 
Steve Molind, whose 
daughter also plays on 
the Bandits’ Tier I U19 
team. “Everything felt 
normal to me. I did a lot 
of physical therapy, which 
helped a lot, and (I was) taking it slow getting into it. But 
once I started again, if I’m playing a game, I don’t think 
about it; I just do what I have to do until I’m making the 
save.” 





At 5-foot-4, Craig isn’t the kind of goalie who can 
just look so big in the net that shooters try too hard to find 
holes and miss the target altogether. She has to be precise 
with her right stick, left glove, and the positioning of both 
skates. Around the seventh grade, things got complicated 
for Craig, who was born with an extra bone in both of her 
feet, causing varying levels of discomfort. 

“During my [2019-20] club season, I partially tore 
it and had to have it taken out,” recalled Craig, pointing 
to her left foot. “They both hurt, and then this one hurt 
more, so I planned to get it taken out. And then, after we 
scheduled the surgery, it was detaching from where it 
was. After they went in, they realized parts of the bone 
had kind of chipped off in my foot, and they had to take 
all that out.” 

Craig first tried to address the issue with physical 
therapy at the onset of problems around the time she was 
in seventh grade. “They talked about the surgery back 
then; I just didn’t feel like it was necessary. I didn’t want 
to do it then, but now I realize that it was very beneficial,” 
she explained. 

The surgery canceled her 2019-20 participation

Snowy Owl Migration

The sudden appearance of snowy owls along 
our coastline approximately every four years is called an 
“irruption” because it is so unpredictable. 

For instance, in the winter of 2013 into 2014, 
snowy owls arrived in surprising numbers, coming down 
through parts of southern Canada into the United States, 
with a few migrating as far south as Florida. They seemed 
to stop in the Eastern seaboard landscapes with bleak 
open areas like the arctic tundra they came from. 

During a day’s drive from my seaside home on 
Little Bay in Fairhaven, I saw them on Crescent Beach, 
Angelica Point, and West Island for several subsequent 
years at approximately where they first landed. We also 
got reports 
of their TF 
having to be 
removed from fi 
municipal ULC etl 
airports’ TT Pe | 
runways at Rrr 
to avoid 
congesting 
the rotors of 
jet engines of 
planes landing 
and taking off. 

The extent of their geographical invasion was 
annually tied to cycles of lemmings, their favorite prey. 
The lemming population was somehow connected to 
winter weather variations, affecting the reproduction and 
availability of the actual snowy owl population. 

My illustration is of a snowy owl female, with 
coloring much darker than the male and larger in size for 
easy identification. Females at least three years old pair 
up and mate with a male, and the more lemmings that 
are available, the more eggs she will lay, as many as 10 
in number. Owl-breeding experts will often see up to 30 
dead lemmings left near the nest by her mate for her stay, 
incubating until her eggs hatch out and the young are 
grown on their own. 

The availability of her diet seems to drive their 
whole arctic ecosystem. And when a booming population 
results, the competition for hunting territories pushes 
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owls to move and results in an invasion southward. It 
would ring up that year for the records of a remarkable 
example of irruption. When they appear surprisingly, 
coasting down the sky on silent wings for birdwatchers, 
it might seem to be an atmospheric phenomenon of the 
coming of a severe winter, but it’s not ever to become so 
simple. 

In December of 2013, a man by the name of 
Norman Smith organized a team of scientists to find 
out more about the snowy owl’s migration by banding 
as many as possible with a GPS transmitter around the 
wings that would not interfere with their flight in any 
way. This program was called Operation Snowstorm and 
was coordinated with the usual banding birds to locate 
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their destination when they can be netted for inspection. 

Before releasing the owl, its weight and condition 
are recorded. Cellular tracking devices tell how high it is 
flying, the direction it is headed, and how fast it is moving 
every three days. The data is stored for five years to be 
reviewed and evaluated. 

The transmitter showed that ‘snowies’ were active 
at night during the winter so as not to be spotted by prey. 
It was, therefore, the best time to trap and remove them 
from airports after dark. So after capture, the owls were 
found to require relocation farther away. 

The number of GPS locations transmitted is the 
first step to an awareness of the fundamentals of snowy 
owl migration for birdwatchers seeking education and 
understanding of how to avoid misconceptions and how 
to establish conservation programs like Snowstorm for the 
future. 

We still have a lot to learn. 


Selectmen Lament Loss of Bowlmor 
Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

It finally happened on January 26; the demolition 
of the iconic Bowlmor Lanes located in the heart of 
Mattapoisett. The sound of cracking, snapping, and 
crashing could be heard throughout the village as the 
soundwaves created by dismantling cranes reverberated 
off Center School. The end of an era has arrived. 

The members of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen all have deep roots in the community, and so 
it seemed fitting that they share their thoughts not only 
on what the former recreational hot spot meant to them 
as youngsters growing up in town but also the impact on 
vacant lots in a municipality seeking to expand business 
opportunities. 
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Jordan Collyer grew up in Mattapoisett and spent 
plenty of time as a youth bowling inside the prominent 
green structure. But today, he said, “I’m upset! I’m upset 
that no one was able to restore that iconic building. 
Everyone knew it as a landmark in town. There were 
birthday parties, class events— it was a place to get 
together with your friends. It will be sorely missed.” After 
pausing for a moment to collect his thoughts, Collyer said, 
“T’m upset it declined, but I’m also upset my kids won’t 
be able to have the same kind of memories I do.” 

Paul Silva spent the summers of his youth on 
Mattapoisett Neck. “I didn’t have a car, so I spent all my 
time on the water,” he said. But Silva said his son grew 
up in Mattapoisett and that “he was always there,” at 
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the Bowlmor. But Silva also expressed concern about the 
impact of such a large empty space in the middle of the 
community. “It’s always difficult to see a business leave 
the Route 6 belt.... I hope it doesn’t turn into a parking 
lot.” He said he is hopeful a business will come into 

the space, as was the case when the A&P closed at the 
site that is now a 7-Eleven store. “I hope it becomes a 
flourishing business.” 

John DeCosta’s memories of the bowling alley 
are much more personal. “That’s where my father and 
mother met!” he said, sharing the tender family story 
of six friends— three ladies and three gentlemen— who 
eventually would pair off into three couples who have 
remained lifelong friends. DeCosta’s parents were 
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introduced in 1946; Gerry Francis would become Mrs. 
John DeCosta, her sister Edith would find love with 
DeCosta’s friend Warren Davis, and the third lady, now 
only remembered as Aunt Alice, would marry DeCosta’s 
other pal, Ken Wood. 

Selectman DeCosta said that he spent loads 
of time at the bowling alley, especially during school 
vacations and later when he had his own children, as 
they celebrated many birthdays there. Later on, when he 
needed to earn extra income to help support his growing 
family, DeCosta worked at the bowling alley. “It’s a very 
sad day for me,” DeCosta quietly shared. He said that it 
was like losing a family member. 

The current owners, Mike and Susan Penta, 
had tried to find a way to renovate the building and 
kickstart the business, but by February 2017, Bowlmor 
was condemned due to structural problems. The building 
opened its doors in 1945. 

But life goes on, and so do the running of the 
town’s business. After sharing their thoughts about the 
removal of the bowling alley earlier in the day, it was back 
to business as they focused on the agenda at hand at the 
evening meeting. 

A hot button was pushed when engineering firm 
VHB’s Jamie Pisano told the selectmen that less than 25 
percent of the needed design work on Main, Water, and 
Beacon Streets had been completed to date. Pisano said, 
“We are midway through 25 percent,” and given that the 
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project had been pushed out to the 2025 Massachusetts 
Department of Transportation Improvement Project, 
scheduling had been slowed down to save the town 
money. Pisano said that since the town’s project had 

been pushed to 2025, he was concerned that if 25 percent 
was completed now, the DOT might change policies that 
would send them back to the drawing board. “I didn’t 
want to go back to the town and ask for more money,” he 
said. “My intent was to have the best interest of the town; 
we were advancing the project through the process.” 

But that set off a frustrated reaction from Collyer, 
who stated, “I don’t like that answer.” Asked by Collyer, 
Town Administrator Mike Lorenco said that to date, the 
town had spent roughly $100,000. Lorenco confirmed that 
the overall contract with VHB was around $500,000. 

Collyer told Pisano, “We thought we were almost 
there.” He said that VHB had not informed the board 
of slowing down the project, adding, “I wasn’t in favor 
of you, to begin with.” Collyer reminded Pisano that he 
had aired concerns about VHB’s ability to deliver on time 
based on problems experienced during Phase 1 of the bike 
path. 

Pisano said that when the design got to 10 
percent, it came to light that the project was pushed 
off from 2024 to 2025. Silva said, “But you didn’t tell 
anybody.” 

Pisano repeatedly apologized and promised to 
give the board regular updates while also restarting the 
design to achieve 25 percent by April so that the town 
could, with the aid of legislators, attempt to get back on 
the 2024 TIP. 

Collyer said, “Your communications need to be 
crystal clear.” He said that all parties needed to be diligent 
in getting the 25 percent completed and that status reports 
were expected one week before meetings with VHB 
moving forward. 

The project proposes to improve sidewalks, 
parking, and road surfaces along Main, Water, and Beacon 
Streets, as well as the reconfiguration of at least one major 
intersection at Marion Road and Route 6. 

Kathleen Costello, administrator of assessing, and 
Attorney Matthew Thomas met with the selectmen with 
the news that a Home Rule Petition had been granted to 
the town. Costello said that Mattapoisett was the only 
town in the Commonwealth with the authority to impose 
Payment in Lieu of Taxes (PILOT) programs on solar 
developers. She said that a law written in 1975 geared 
towards providing tax relief to homeowners opting to 
install residential solar arrays had also been used by some 
commercial producers. 

Costello said that the companies entering 
Mattapoisett with solar projects had thus far been 
amenable to engaging in PILOT programs, but that could 
change at any time. Costello said that Mattapoisett was 
a prime location for solar arrays and that this legislation 
will continue to allow the town and its residents to benefit 
financially. 
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Thomas said, “This ensures that the way 
Mattapoisett has been doing things can continue.... It 
codifies what Mattapoisett has done in the past.” 

In his report to the board, Lorenco touched on 
the FY22 budget process that he has been working on 
with the Capital Planning Committee. He said that he has 
been meeting with department heads and that meetings 
with the Finance Committee were scheduled, but that 
“2022 will be a difficult year.... We might have to do some 
trimming.” He made those comments, he said, in light of 
healthcare costs and other expenses. 

Lorenco also mentioned that FEMA mapping 
changes would need to go before Town Meeting in the 
spring and pointed out that COVID-19 guidelines include 
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lifting some restrictions. However, he said of the latter 
topic that complaints had been received about businesses 
not complying with capacity rules. “We are watching 
capacity limits, but hope the businesses do it, so we don’t 
have to be the bad guys,” he said. 

Lorenco’s last comments of the meeting were that 
Emergency Management plans were ready for review. The 
board elected to send those directly to the stakeholders for 
their review before coming before them for comment and 
approval. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for Tuesday, February 9, at 6:30

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Martignetti Moving Closer to Approval 
Marion Conservation Commission

Carmine and Beth Martignetti’s twice-continued 
public hearing for shoreline improvements at 71 Moorings 
Road gained traction at the January 13 meeting of the 
Marion Conservation Commission. 

The Notice of Intent, which included removing 
a vertical stone/ concrete wall, expanding on an existing 
coastal beach into an upland area, and reconstructing 
a stone jetty, was again continued to January 27 after 
discussion. But Dave Davignon from Schneider, Davignon 
& Leone, who presented on behalf of the applicant, 
detailed updates to plantings of beach grass, rosa rugosa, 
and other planting additions that had the proposal 
nearing the finish line. 

After discussion, the Conservation Commission 
requested permanent markers as a visible demarcation 
between the lawn area and the previously well-vegetated 
area now planted as outlined by Davignon. ConCom 
member Jeff Doubrava originally suggested a permanent 
marker, and member Cynthia Callow said they should be 
up and not flat. “I also think, given the history here, we 
have to be very specific as to what we want— how big, 
how wide, color ...,” Callow said. 

“I’m in favor of a concrete boundary to be placed 
rather than the flat stone; folks that are going to be doing 
landscaping activities out there are going to understand 
that’s going to be 3 inches above grade. That’s going to 
be a better demarcation of where they’re allowed to mow 
and where they’re not allowed to mow,” said ConCom 
Chairman Paul Walsh. 

Davignon was to submit a revised plan including 
concrete markers 2 feet by 3 inches above grade at 20 feet 
on center. Five existing markers and an additional marker 
will be shifted to ensure the margin of error preserves 
rather than encroaches upon the areas meant to avoid 
being mowed. “With those revisions, I think we’ll be good 
to go and move to close the matter and move to an NOI,” 
said Walsh. 

Because ConCom members felt that saltmarsh 
is a sensitive and protected area, what began as an RDA 
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filed by 418 Point Road Trust was replaced by an NOI for 
repairs and the replacement of a portion of a pile-support 
system of the boardwalk at that address. ConCom 
members visited the site on January 9. 

The Division of Marine Fisheries asked why the 
rotting piles could not be removed entirely and replaced. 
Davignon discussed challenges with different methods 
of executing the switch, and Walsh credited him with 
a thoughtful approach in trying to arrive at the least 
environmentally problematic process. Each piling will 
have four 4-by-6-foot beams. 2 Main Street 212 Emerson St 


ConCom member Marc Bellanger asked if Acushnet New Bedford 
calculations had been done to determine the strength of 508-995-6272 508-999-6269 


the proposed support. Davignon said it wouldn’t be equal 
to a solid pile. Walsh said he’s never seen a pier repair like 
this one. He suggested measuring after a year or several 
months to see if shifting has occurred. 

Davignon said he would send a letter officially 
withdrawing the RDA. The hearing was continued to 
January 27. 

After discussion, Tabor Academy’s Request for 
Determination of Applicability to demolish Hayden 
Library, 85 Spring Street, and construct a new 22,750 
square-foot Campus Center on the site was continued to 


January 27. Bob Field of Field Engineering represented lines beginning at Wareham Street through an ANR plan 
Tabor and explained that the plan calls for Hayden process with the Marion Planning Board for the vacant 


Library to be razed and for grading and utility work to land behind 369 and 371 Wareham Street. The hearing was 
commence in the flood zone as the new Campus Center. continued to January D7. 





Field also summarized the plan for stormwater runoff, 
including a recharge area. At the time of the hearing, the 
Planning Board had the plan out to peer review. Walsh 
said a small percentage of the project is within ConCom’s 
jurisdiction. 

The Marion Lands Trust requested an amended 
Order of Conditions for changes to the entrance of the 
proposed driveway at Wareham Street, modified to 
eliminate the bend from the existing paved parking 
lot. The MLT also seeks to modify the easterly property 
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Bruce Pawelczyk filed an NOI to remove decks 
and walkways and construct a 12-by-24-foot addition to 
an existing side deck at 50 West Avenue. The decking will 
be replaced on the rear deck, and columns will be added 
to support a new upper deck. ConCom members visited 
the site on January 9. Brian Grady of GAF Engineering 
represented the applicant and said the project is not a full 
“tear-down, rebuild” but some exterior and interior work. 
The hearing was continued to January 27. 

Kittansett Club’s Notice of Intent to expand 
the existing overflow parking area located on the 
south side of the property at 11 Point Road has been 
continued for the fifth time per the applicant’s request. 
The hearing is now scheduled for February 12 at 7:00 
pm. Doubrava suggested it is unfair to abutters to be 
denied the opportunity to comment through a number of 
continuances. Administrative Assistant Donna Hemphill 
confirmed that abutters are aware that Kittansett will be 
back on the February 12 agenda. The club has not been 
able to finalize a revised plan and is continuing to work 
with a key abutter. 

The Town of Marion filed an RDA to replace three 
fire hydrants at 33 Allen Street, 19 Holmes Street, and 17 
Dexter Road. DPW Engineer Meghan Davis represented 
the town and explained that the three hydrants are within 
a flood zone. The hearing was continued to January 27. 

Two hearings were closed with favorable results. 

ConCom voted to award Richard and Faith 
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Morningstar an Order of Conditions with stipulations to 
construct an inground swimming pool with associated 
perimeter patio and required grading at 8 Moorings Road. 
Davignon reported on proposed revisions to the southern 
corner, including a 15-foot radius around the bend closer 
to the pool patio and additional fill that will lessen wall 
exposure to 2 feet. It hasn’t been decided if it will be a 
chlorinated pool or a saltwater pool. 

A negative Determination of Applicability was 
issued to Aucoot Cove Properties, LLC in its continued 
RDA; the applicant requested a Chapter 91 License 
with the DEP Waterways Program for a pier, ramp, and 
floating dock structures at 98 Indian Cove Road. No work 
is proposed at the site, and a relatively small portion of 
the property falls into Marion’s jurisdiction, with the 
majority being in Mattapoisett. 

Ethan Gerber has been voted to a three-year term 
as a full member of the Conservation Commission. 

In the lone action item, ConCom voted to 
award Carolyn Martin, 282 Delano Road, an extension 
permit for the proposed construction of a residence. The 
property’s waterways license allows a five-year period of 
construction scheduled to end in November 2023, and the 
Order of Conditions expires at the end of February 2021. 
The awarded three-year extension permit will expire on 
February 28, 2024. 

The next meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for January 27 at 7:00 pm. 
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Town Diversifying Engineering Work 
Marion Finance Committee

Marion Town Administrator Jay McGrail and 
Department of Public Works Director Dave Willett 
updated the Marion Finance Committee on January 20 
with the latest on the wastewater treatment plant lagoon 
lining project. 

According to town representatives, engineering 
firm CDM Smith originally estimated that 350 dry tons 
of sludge needed to be removed, but that number turned 
out to be over 1,000 tons. In addition to several hundred 
tons of sludge that are believed to still be in the lagoon, 
6 inches of sub-base also needs to be removed. The cost 
of removal could appear in an article in the warrant for 
opring Town Meeting. 

FinCom member Shea Assad asked, based 
on $280 per-ton, if Marion has any recourse with the 
engineer. McGrail said that the town had put the engineer, 
CDM Smith, on notice legally, including the advisory of 
a potential lawsuit as Marion looks to recover any costs 
associated with engineering mistakes. 

“The big unknown is, we don’t know where we 
can take the sludge yet,” said Willett, noting that while 
the town hopes to come to some agreement quickly, 
“There’s a lot of landfills that originally would take it that 
now won't. Because of COVID, the waste products are 
down, and we’ve been banned.” 

A trucking company took an enormous amount 
of Marion’s waste to Canada to dispose of it. The town 
hopes to avoid more of that steep expense. 

If Marion were to re-bid the civil part (i.e., the 
final end) of the project, McGrail said the upside is 
the project would not require Town Meeting approval 
without knowing the exact cost. Another scenario is if 
Willett can fine-tune a change order that can go to a Town 
Meeting vote. 

FinCom Chairman Peter Winters asked if added 
costs could reach $2 million. Willett said a change order 
would be for $1.2 million, and removal of the rest of the 
sludge could cost between $500,000 and $700,000. 

“The natural tendency would be to go up. If we 
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can find a landfill closer, we could negotiate a price,” said 
Willett. “It’s a tremendous amount of work just to get this 
(project) back in gear. The goal is to do it by the end of 
February...” Presumably, the town would then have a hard 
figure for an article in the Spring Town Meeting Warrant. 
McGrail suggested a placeholder for the amount in the 
warrant. 

McGrail said the original cost estimate for the 
entire project resulted in at least $2 million off the mark. 
“We went back to Town Meeting for additional money, 
and they missed the mark for the sludge (removal),” he 
said, explaining that the total miscalculations could reach 
$6 million. “Over the last two and a half years, we’re 
trying to finish this contract. We haven’t awarded them 
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any new work for two years now.” 

McGrail summarized that the original cost 
estimation for sludge removal was around $3 million and 
could now reach $10 million. 

Selectman John Waterman characterized the 
relationship as having given CDM Smith the business 
“no questions asked, paid whatever they asked.” Now 
an effort is underway to diversify Marion’s engineering 
projects. “I would say they’re gradually on the out unless 
something changes,” said Waterman. “It’s tough for these 
guys. They’re going to give us their time for free to fix this 
problem.” 

Assistant Town Administrator Judy Mooney 
said that CDM Smith’s involvement in Marion projects 
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predated her employment and was part of the wastewater 
treatment plant that goes back 20 years. Waterman 
corroborated that CDM Smith has done all engineering 
work related to the wastewater treatment plant for the last 
20 years. 

“Tt seems to me like there ought to be some 
accountability,” said Assad, who recommended the Board 
of Selectmen consider putting all jobs up for competitive 
bid. “One guy hanging around for 20 years doing 
everything, that nonsense has got to stop.” 

Waterman said it’s harder to accomplish with 
engineering work. “You kind of end up with one firm that 
is the go-to person on wastewater,” he said. 

This year Marion has conducted interviews for

engineering bidders as public meetings held at the police 
station to improve such exposure. “Things are going 
pretty well with a variety of engineers specializing in a 
number of areas. I’m not pigeon-holed into using one 
consultant,” said Willett. 

McGrail had hoped to be in a position to present 
a fully loaded FY22 budget but told FinCom he could not 
provide necessary context without a budget number from 
the Old Rochester Regional School District. McGrail gave 
Recreation and Marine department budgets for FinCom’s 
initial review. “Ultimately, you need to be able to see the 
whole budget to uniquely break them all down,” he said. 
“We're just an ORR budget away from having the whole 
budget.” The idea, said McGrail, is to hopefully figure out 
how to balance the budget with last-minute adjustments. 

Winters said that the Finance Committee should 
be involved with the Board of Selectmen in meetings over 
budgets, “But we don’t want to duplicate efforts, that’s 
all.” 

In borrowing a professional wrestling analogy, 
Assad said that he and Winters would like to “tag- 
team” with FinCom members Charlie Larkin and Karen 
Kevelson, with Winters on ORR and Assad on Sippican 
School. “Such a big part of the budget, and given where 
our revenue streams are, it could dramatically impact the 
town, he said. 

“I welcome the additional recourse. I think it’s a 
creat suggestion,” said Larkin. 

“I’m a big believer in two eggs are better than 
one,” said Assad. 

When a whole budget is available, McGrail 
said he would simultaneously send it in PDF format 
to FinCom and the selectmen with a plan to make 
comprehensive presentations on February 2 to the Board 
of Selectmen and on February 3 to FinCom. It is hoped 
for one joint meeting with the school districts and the 
selectmen in late February or early March. 

McGrail reported on a “hard decision” to 
furlough some staff at the Senior Center and Recreation 
Department. 

In summarizing his FY22 budget, Recreation 
Director Jody Dickerson told FinCom that increases would 
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schedule, McGrail said quite a few vehicles are gone, and 
it’s a much smaller list this year. 

Winters asked about the boat engine replacement 
that Town Meeting approved. Perry said the motor would 
not become available until at least March. The boat is 
out of service over the winter, so it is not a problem 
operations-wise, but it will be a problem if the situation 
remains ongoing come spring. 

The next meeting of the Marion Finance 
Committee is scheduled for February 3 at 7:00 pm. 


Pinebrook Lane Gets Addition with 


Stipulations 
Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals

On January 21, the Mattapoisett Zoning Board of 
Appeals heard an application for a Special Permit filed by 
Rene and Sheila Macie for property located at 3 Pinebrook 
Lane within a small subdivision. The applicants sought 
permission to construct a third garage bay to an existing 
attached garage where the pavement had already been 
placed. 

Represented by engineer David Davignon, the 
project was described as a simple addition to the existing 
garage. However, the small subdivision created on 
Pinebrook Lane had caused a stir in the neighborhood, 
including the abutters requesting and receiving 
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oversight when the subdivision was first permitted 
several years ago. 

On this night, one abutter questioned the 
functioning of dry wells meant to help control stormwater 
run-off. Another aired concerns that traffic would increase 
if the garage were expanded, and that water is flowing off 
the site into neighboring yards, and that the town, which 
had promised to improve stormwater systems along 
Holly Lane, had failed to do so. 

Davignon reminded the ZBA that the subdivision 
had received permitting and a Certificate of Compliance 
from the DEP, that the Mattapoisett Conservation 
Commission had also permitted the project, and that the 
case before the board was nothing more than the garage 
bay addition situated on an existing paved area. “There is 
not going to be an increase in run-off,” he said. 

Several board members asked about the intended 
use of space above the new bay and whether it would be 
accessible via an outside door. Davignon said the space 
would be used for storage. 

The Special Permit was issued with special 
conditions, including no plumbing in the space, no 
commercial use of the bay, no habitable space in the 
garage, and no exterior door access. 

In other business, a Special Permit was granted 
to David and Mary Pendergast, 3 Ned’s Point Road, 
to construct a second floor over an existing attached 
garage for a master bedroom suite and other interior 
improvements. 

A Commercial Special Permit was granted to 
Dr. Marya Gabriel, 7 Alderberry Lane, that permits the 
running of a veterinary acupuncture and herbal medicine 
business from her residence. 

A Special Permit application filed by Stephen 
Goulston, 27 Nashawena Road, was continued at the 
request of Andrew Perry, the applicant’s attorney. Perry 
said his client was awaiting notification from FEMA that 
the project could be permitted. No date was set for the re- 
opening of the filing. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Zoning 
Board of Appeals was not set upon adjournment. 


MRC: Town Closing Gap on Magic Number 
Marion Energy Management Committee

The January 25 meeting of the Marion Energy 
Management Committee came with some encouraging 
news where it concerns the town’s progress in energy 
savings. 

MRC member Bill Saltonstall submitted Marion’s 
Annual Report to Green Communities two months ago 
on time and heard back. The town thus far has achieved 
16.5 percent of the targeted 20 percent reduction in energy 
consumption. Chair Christian Ingerslev will leave the 
item on the agenda for the next MRC meeting. 

In order to achieve the 3.5 percent that would get 
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Marion to the magic 20 and unlock the theoretical key to 
new qualifications for grant funding, the MRC needs to 
be creative. Saltonstall said he would like to see the effects 
of a hybrid police cruiser. Town Planner Gil Hilario said 
he would reach out to Chief of Police Richard Nighelli the 
next day (January 26). 

“T hope they will find it efficient and invest in 
it,” said Saltonstall, musing at the potential of one car 
replaced per year. “If they do that, it’s going to help us a 
lot.” 

Member Jennifer Francis suggested the hybrid 
cruiser’s inclusion in a July 4 parade. “If COVID lets us 
have it,” quipped Saltonstall. 

Ingerslev asked, “Are we going to be expected 
to reach another 20 percent after this first 20 percent?” 
Saltonstall said it is his understanding that the 20-percent 
reduction is a one-time threshold. 

The committee turned toward the wastewater 
treatment plant. “I don’t know if it’s feasible; it might be,” 
said Hilario. 

Francis said, “I think we should consider leap- 
frogging gas and going to electric,” citing that gas is 
still a fossil fuel. “I think that maybe we should be the 
spearhead.... Let’s talk about electric.” 

Member Eileen Marum agreed. “All the talk 
is about net-zero buildings and net-zero stretch codes. 

I'd be really happy if Tabor Academy would do their 
new Campus Center as a net-zero building because the 
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students are our future.” 

As initially presented to the Planning Board, that 
is not the case; but the MRC plans to make it known it 
wants the new Department of Public Works facility to be a 
net-zero building. 

Saltonstall said there is some interest from the 
Board of Selectmen and the Harbormaster’s team in 
considering a scheme to save existing toilets and showers 
at present grade and not necessarily reconstruct them 14 
feet above sea level as presented in the new Harbormaster 
facility at the Special Town Meeting. “I think they’re 
working on another scheme, and they have the concern of 
the people of such a large building on that location,” said 
Saltonstall. 

Marion has made progress in spending its Green 
Communities grant funds but discussed what happens 
when a project is getting hung up by elements out of the 
town’s control. 

The new windows for the Taber Library will not 
be delivered until late February or early March. They are 
guaranteed to fit, so the company told the town it wants 
to measure a second time. The MRC needs to decide 
whether to push off the grant. 

“Green Communities said this happens every 
year,” said Hilario. “Towns cancel projects every year. 
That’s why they have two [bidding seasons]. They’re 
encouraging us to finish the project. That’s really the only 
remaining project left. It’s really a supply issue.... They’re 
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really cautious, and they really want to make sure the 
windows fit.” 

Marion is canceling its main water weatherization 
project for this year. The contractor discovered that the 
attic needs a $12,000 reinforcement that has not been 
budgeted. Hilario said that Green Communities wants 
Marion to reapply. 

Francis thanked Hilario and Saltonstall for 
following up and being so diligent with the projects. “It’s 
going to save the town a lot of money,” she said. 

Hilario said that the wastewater treatment plant 
is “going to be a massive project.” Marion, he estimates, 
would not be ready in the spring to apply for a Green 
Communities grant, so the town will target the fall in 
order to prepare a better project application. 

A discussion on heat recovery ventilation systems 
to produce fresh air in town buildings concluded that, 
while likely for aged structures such as the Town House 
and Taber Library, the systems will probably not be 
eligible for Green Communities grant funding. 

Citing a 30-year payback to establish Green 
Communities grant eligibility, Hilario said he would 
follow up to see if the installation will qualify under the 
CARES Act for COVID-related reimbursement funding. 

Saltonstall gave a Benson Brooks Landfill solar 
array report and said that, while the study is projected 
to finish by the end of the first quarter of 2021 and 
construction is expected to start in the third quarter of the 
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year, “We still don’t know if we have a grid connection 
at a palatable cost.” Once Eversource gives a cost for the 
connection, the town can then determine its affordability. 

Saltonstall discussed an emerging alternative to 
net-metering called Alternative On-Bill Credit (AOBC) 
that would allow Marion and other towns to go right 
over the 100 percent solar energy production. He said 
the program is approved by Eversource and by the state. 
It is hoped that Liz Argo of CVEC will attend the next 
MRC meeting and explain in detail how Marion can 
access greater benefit than is available via traditional net- 
metering. 

Marion’s net-metering contract with Future 
Generation Wind caps the town’s financial benefit, 
whereas AOBC does not. 

“T feel like [net-metering is] limiting us as well 
from solar projects,” said Hilario, who asked if Marion 
can rework the legal agreement for solar projects. “If we 
can make it happen through this [AOBC], it would open 
things up.” 

The committee approved an appearance by Argo. 
“She’s very enthusiastic about it,” said Saltonstall, who 
will report back to the MRC. “If we know and understand 
this AOBC program and approve of it, we can apply it to 
a number of projects around town.” 

Saltonstall reported on a phone call with Dick 
Macomber, who found that mail offers to change 
energy companies are far less favorable than the energy 
aggregation program that the town has. Ingerslev noted 
that offers that come through mailers are only valid for 
a few months, “And then you don’t know what you’re 
going to get after that.” Francis noted that the Town of 
Rochester had joined an electricity aggregation program 
with Good Energy, LLC. 

Saltonstall suggested the MRC keep a running 
list of ideas for projects that could seek up to $250,000 in 
Green Communities grants next year. 

Ideas thrown around began with the library 
storm windows that have now been pushed into the 
next round of grant applications, along with Music Hall 
items including wifi thermostats, the conversion of an 
old furnace, roof structure work, and insulation. Also 
discussed were heat exchangers in the Town House, 
insulation for the Community Center attic, a charging 
station at the Island Wharf parking lot, and an overhead 
solar canopy in the Sippican School parking lot. 

The next meeting of the Marion Energy 
Management Committee is scheduled for February 22. 


Enforcement Order Lifted 
Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

It took years of legal actions and an Enforcement 
Order issued by the Mattapoisett Conservation 
Commission, which was ultimately upheld in court, but 
on January 25, most commissioners were ready to call the 
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Seabreeze case officially closed. 

Daniel Craig’s 4 Seabreeze Lane property was 
deemed in compliance with an Enforcement Order that 
required the landscaping to either be removed, replaced, 
and, in some areas, replanted to return it to its natural 
state as part of a wetlands systems. 

Craig had had native soils and plantings removed 
and some areas filled to create an expansive lawn area 
in violation of “no-touch” conditions he had received 
for some areas along the property’s border. Once it was 
brought to the commission’s attention by the Buzzards 
Bay Coalition that unpermitted activities had taken place, 
an Enforcement Order was issued. Years later, all parties 
seemed ready to move on. 

Chairman Mike King read from two letters 
issued by the BBC’s attorney, Corrine Petersen, that 
recognized that the repairs complied with peer-review 
consultant and environmental engineer John Rockwell’s 
recommendations. It was noted that Craig and his team, 
which included another environmentalist, Brandon 
Faneuf, had followed all the recommendations Rockwell 
had issued and that, in the BBC’s opinion, a Certificate of 
Compliance could be issued after two growing seasons. 

King noted that Enforcement Orders could 
either be issued or lifted and that there is no provision 
that allows the granting of the COC before the order 
is lifted. Another sticking point was the stipulation 
of two growing seasons. If the order was lifted, how 
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could that requirement remain in place? King said that 
the remediation had been completed to Rockwell’s 
specification and, if the order was lifted, another could 
always be issued if it was determined that the new 
plantings had failed to establish and thrive after two 
growing seasons. Further, King said, the BBC would be 
observing the site into the future. 

Member John Jacobson asked if the Enforcement 
Order created a problem for the Craigs and asked, “What 
sort of efficiency does lifting the order create (for the 
commission)?” But King said several times he was ready 
to “move on,” as did members Chapman Dickerson and 
David Lawrence. The majority ruled, and the order was 
lifted. 

In other business, the commission continued a 
Notice of Intent filed by Jackie Firsty, 61 Long Plain Road, 
in partnership with Blue Wave, LLC for an access road 
off Long Plain Road to a proposed solar array located in 
Acushnet. 

Jeffrey Haywood, 18 Nashawena Road, received 
a negative determination of applicability for the 
construction of a deck addition to an existing dwelling 
within a flood zone. 

The Preserve at The Bay Club, lot 121 Split Road, 
received an Order of Conditions in a re-opened public 
filing for the construction of a single-family home. 

Dan Wells of Goddard Consulting, LLC, 
representing Gerald Randall for property located adjacent 
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Carol A. Rego, 80, of Mattapoisett died

Rochester Planning Board

After a lengthy review process that began over 
a year ago, the Cranberry Highway 40R Development 
received unanimous approval from the Rochester 
Planning Board in their meeting held on January 26. 

The project’s applicant, Ken Steen, explained that 
the language in the most recent decision is agreeable to 
both the development’s needs and the Planning Board’s 
conditions. Chairman Arnold Johnson agreed that 
the draft decision’s most recent iteration has satisfied 
the town’s requirements and thanked Steen for his 
cooperation in the lengthy review process. 

Ultimately, the project, which has faced significant 
roadblocks in terms of design and abutters, now has the 
authority to move forward. 

The Rochester Planning Board moved on to 
a review of their proposed budget for the upcoming 
year. The discussion centered primarily around minor 
alterations to administrative costs and procedures. 

Johnson explained that the budget seemed 
to be consistent with previous years. That said, he 
recommended an increase in the amount of funds 
allocated to Registry of Deeds recording fees, as he 
anticipated that numerous changes to Planning Board 
regulations would need to be recorded with the registry. 

Town Planner Steve Starrett also joined the 
meeting to inform board members of the increasing 
storage problems the town faces concerning their 
requirement to store public documents. Starrett 
explained that the growing number and size of plan sets 
needing storage has resulted in a decrease in file space 
and a mounting difficulty in terms of retrieving older 
documents once stored. 

Working to find a solution to the problem, Starrett 
advocated for both scanning the documents and using a 
storage company to store documents off-site. This would 
allow only more recent documents to occupy the town’s 
file cabinets, while more dated records could be store in a 
different location. 

The problems relating to storage extend outside

of just Planning Board documents, but Starrett hoped 
that if the Rochester Planning Board would adopt the use 
of scanning and off-site storage, then other town bodies 
would follow their lead. Johnson acknowledged the 
growing problem, but he expressed concerns that storing 
the documents at another location could lead to delays 
in retrieval and conflict with town regulations relating to 
document storage. The Planning Board agreed to conduct 
more research into the subject and review potential 
solutions in their next meeting. 

Johnson ended board business by recommending 
a site visit to the Cushman Road Solar Project. According 
to Starrett, Eric Las, the engineer leading the development 
of the area, has staked the site in question to allow board

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beginning of the pandemic, including 64 currently active 
cases. The important trend, she noted, is that while 

the town’s initial spike occurred inside the Sippican 
Healthcare Center (nursing home), “It’s now community 
transmission that we’re seeing at this point.” 

The staff at Sippican Healthcare Center received 
its first round of COVID-19 vaccine on December 30. One 
of the nursing home’s staff was an active, positive case, 
while 98 have recovered; 116 have tested negative. The 
recent increase in positivity rate in the state has resulted 
in Monday and Thursday testing. The Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health touches base with Sippican 
on a weekly basis. 

Desmarais’ report also updated school statistics, 
including the following: Sippican School had eight 
people in isolation, eight in quarantine, and 28 confirmed 
since the beginning of the pandemic. The numbers were 
identical for Old Rochester Regional High School. At the 
junior high, three were in isolation, 19 in quarantine, with 
16 confirmed cases since the beginning. 

Tabor Academy has been on an extended break 
with a plan to return at the end of the month. Students are 
to quarantine before arrival, be tested upon arrival, and 
will be required to stay on campus for two weeks. 

Flu vaccine is still available in Marion but is not 
in demand. The protocol for COVID-19 vaccine is that 
patients must wait 14 days to take it if they have had 
another vaccine. 

As Mattapoisett recently made plans to bring 
back Grades K-2 for full, in-person learning, the Marion 
School Committee is seriously considering a plan to 
do the same at Sippican School. Desmarais said a full 
return for K-2 children would maintain 6 feet of social 
distancing. 

Board member Dot Brown said, “I have no 
objection,” citing the fact the school calendar is beyond 
the holidays and has a better plan than what the state 
requires. Hoffer added his approval. BOH member John 
Howard asked if there is any guidance for children with 
co-morbid conditions. Hoffer noted that there is not yet an 
approved vaccine for anyone under age 16 and that such 
cases are individually treated by pediatricians. 
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In his Health Agent Report, Dave Flaherty said 
“great advances” had taken place at 464 Front Street, 
one of two Chapter 2 sites. The property was under a 
demolition order, where its occupant Lauren Fisher had 
faced animal cruelty charges. According to Flaherty, 
substantial progress was evident, and he considered 
Fisher to be compliant. The property is up for sale, and 
building permits are in order for the ongoing work, 
according to Marion Building Commissioner Scott 
Shippey. 

“If anyone would like to go do a site inspection, 
she’d be happy to welcome it,” said Flaherty, noting 
extensive cleaning and renovation, the replacement of 
floors and bathroom fixtures. “I wasn’t there, but I saw the 
pictures, and I think it’s a big 180 (degree turn) for the site. 
I think she’s in substantial compliance as of now.” 

The board voted unanimously to rescind the 
demolition order, but the condemnation order would 
fall under Shippey’s purview. Board member Dot Brown 
noted that an occupancy permit would be needed. 

The report was less optimistic at 33 Pitcher Street, 
where Flaherty was having difficulty getting in touch 
with the responsible party. Flaherty told the board he 
discovered a deed at the Plymouth County Registry of 
Deeds and called the owner’s attorney, who said he would 
pass the information on to the daughter of the deceased 
owner. “He couldn’t promise me, but he said he would try 
his best. I told him Marion needs to start a dialogue,” said

The board discussed an emerging concern about 
the number of cars parked on evenings at the Brew Fish 
restaurant.

MOSAC Approves Revised

The Marion Open Space Acquisition Commission 
briefly met on January 25 to approve the revised version 
of the Conservation Restriction for the Hoff Property. 
At the Board of Selectmen’s January 19 meeting, 
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Selectmen Norm Hills and John Waterman voted to 
remove a sentence in the document connecting the 
Conservation Restriction to the denitrification of 
wastewater coming from the Benson Brook Transfer 
Station. Board of Selectmen Chairman Randy Parker 
recused himself from that proceeding, having donated 
property in connection with adjacent open space acquired 
that enhances the Hoff Property. 

MOSAC Chairman John Rockwell told the 
January 25 meeting that the revised version of the 
Conservation Restriction went back to the state for 
reapproval, which came back approved. He, along with 
fellow MOSAC members Amanda Chace and Casey 
Gunschel, voted to approve the Conservation Restriction 
as revised. 

The next meeting of the Marion Open Space 
Acquisition Commission is scheduled for February 4 at 
7:00 pm. 


RMS Votes Full Return for K-2 
Rochester School Committee

The Rochester School Committee unanimously 
voted to reopen the school on a full-time basis to Grades 
K-2 during the committee’s January 21 Zoom meeting. 
The pivot will be effective on Tuesday, February 2. 

“I’m pleased for everyone, especially our 
children,” said Committee Chairman Sharon Hartley. “We 
do the best we can in our schools, and I’m so proud, I am 
truly proud. I’ve been in a lot of schools. I’m truly proud 
to be a part of this school where we do better all the time. 
We are committed to our children. Thank you very much, 
everybody.” 

The decision aligns Rochester with Mattapoisett 
in getting what administrators call the youngest learners 
back in school on a full-time basis. Marion School 
Committee had discussed the matter but had yet to vote 
on a K-2 re-entry plan. 

In presenting the plan, Old Rochester Regional 
Superintendent of Schools Mike Nelson referenced the 
special School Committee meeting on December 17 when 
the ORR administration presented a logistical action 
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plan for the re-entry of Grades K-2 back to full, in-person 
attendance at Rochester Memorial School. Nelson said 
feedback from parents and guardians has helped shape 
the plan. 

The K-2 action plan for RMS calls for three 
kindergarten classrooms, one with 17 students and two 
with 16 if the two cohorts are combined. The plan calls for 
three first-grade classrooms, one with 18 students and two 
with 17, and the second-grade classrooms would have 18, 
14, and 21 students, respectively, if the two cohorts are 
combined. 

ORR has reviewed technology for the plan, said 
Nelson, and is confident the plan can be implemented 
“with full fidelity from a technology standpoint.”

There’s a guy, brave and smart. We'll call him the 
good guy. Watch now as we point him in the direction of 
the bad guy. The bad guy wants to make everything die. 
Why? Because he’s the bad guy. The good guy, being the 
good guy, must stop the bad guy. This, sincerely, is all you 
need to understand Christopher Nolan’s Tenet. It’s also 
the basic bones of your choice of spy tale, including the 
Bonds. But, as with many of those spy stories, that good 
suy-bad guy skeleton is all you take away from Tenet. 
That’s fine; not every movie needs to be Tarkovsky. Tenet 
is perfectly readable and enjoyable as the “ride” Nolan 
wants you to go along for. 

Of course, people will want to hang analytical 
ornaments all over it, wrestling with what this or that 
symbol or word really means. Let them, but if you value 
your sanity, follow them not too deeply into the weeds 
of interpretation. Someday, I hope long after I’m gone, 
someone will sync Tenet to a deep-cut Pink Floyd side 
— Atom Heart Mother, maybe — and the world will end, 
folding in on itself into an origami chicken that pecks 
itself to death. On a certain level, Tenet can and will be 
taken as a higher-math mind trip, though one that, like 
David Lynch’s Blue Velvet, relies for its humanizing 
element on the trope of a mother-and-child reunion. 
Here, the trope is somewhat cauterized by the casting of 
Elizabeth Debicki — whom Warner should be looking at 
to play an Amazonian rival of Diana’s in a future Wonder 
Woman film — as the mother. 

About a head taller than most any man with 
whom she shares the frame, and with no attempt by 
Nolan to cover by putting the men on soapboxes, Debicki 
has the equipoise to shoulder Tenet’s emotional weight 
without herself becoming bathetic. Her Kat Barton at least 
has recognizable human motives, unlike the protagonist 
(John David Washington), puckishly named only as 
The Protagonist. T.P., as I’ll call him in the interest of 
saving space, is a CIA agent charged with the mission 
of preventing a Thing (McGuffin, bomb, worldkiller, 
whatevs) from getting into the hands of the Bad Guy 







(Kenneth Branagh). The complication: the Bad Guy can 
access the future. So T.P. and his new bestest buddy Neil 
(Robert Pattinson) go back and forth between the back 
and the forth in pursuit of the Bad Guy. Most of this is 
only an excuse for Nolan, whose gleeful little inner child 
playing with trains really shows himself here, to indulge 
in massive set pieces involving squadrons of crew, an 
actual plane ramming into an actual building, many 
millions of dollars, and Kenneth Branagh doing a muted 
version of the Bond villain he’s always wanted to play. 

Other than a couple of scenes with Branagh and 
Debicki on a yacht — and even those are contextually 
loaded with dread and foreboding — Tenet is always in 
motion, never catching its breath, always beating feet to 
the next big bang. The physics/metaphysics by which 
people can travel to next week or last week washed over 
me nearly unnoticed. It’s just details. I responded to Tenet 
as a gigantic tone poem of motion proposed and then 
rescinded, bullet holes sealing themselves up and bullets 
rocketing back into their chambers. (What happens if you 
get hit by a backwards bullet? It ain’t pretty.) 

I came to realize, with this and his previous film 
Dunkirk, that Nolan seems to be leaving plot behind to 
focus on story, and to make story bend to the reckless 
will of cinema. And it’s true, some of the stuff here has 
never been seen before (on this scale) and will likely only 
be seen this once. The really zesty moments wouldn’t 
work in any other medium, and watching it on my laptop 
(with subtitles), I realized with a twinge of sympathy 
why Nolan was so adamant that Tenet be seen on big 
screens. This work has been designed to be viewed on an 
enormous canvas, and Warner and Nolan should have 
held it back until it was safe for audiences to do so. But 
it may also find a life as a Brobdingnagian cult film, an 
ambitious and pricey folly to shelve alongside Cloud Atlas 
and a few others. It means what you want it to mean, and 
I don’t want it to mean anything. It’s just a ride. 
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Moreover, the logistics, the redesign of class 
space, and rearranging of furniture, hygiene stations, 
etc., will be managed by the school administration 
facilities team as soon as a pivot date is set. That date was 
established less than an hour into the meeting. 

Food personnel is ready, and so is Amaral Bus 
Co., said Nelson. Any K-2 student currently using the 
hybrid learning model would be accommodated five days 
per week; any new requests would be offered on a first- 
come, first-serve basis. 

RMS Principal Derek Medeiros tweaked the 
details of the December 17 re-entry presentation based on 
feedback. Portable sinks will be added to the media center 
and the gymnasium, allowing students to wash their 
hands on-site. Kindergarteners will be allowed to stay in 
their familiar classrooms because the present space can 
accommodate six more desks without compromising a 
minimum of 6 feet of social distance. 

The story is different for first graders, with all 
three classes scheduled to move into different spaces. One 
class will move to the music room, a second will move to 
the art room, and the third to the band room. 

Second graders will utilize a moving wall to open 
up space in one room, while another class will move into 
the gymnasium. The gym also has a movable wall, and 
there is a hand-washing station just outside the room. 

The other second-grade group will move into the current 
remote-teachers room. 

“The nice piece about the movement here is the 
students will not be moving to an unfamiliar adult ... and 
actually staying in their current room,” said Medeiros. 
“We're moving to some communal spaces, so we’re 
utilizing some of our special spaces [and] our specialist 
teachers will be moving to special locations.” 

Medeiros said only four students would need to 
change teachers to make the plan work. 

Grades 3-6 will remain in the hybrid model. 

Arrival, lunch, and dismissal adjustments would 
include using the current K-3 arrival and dismissal 
locations only for K-2. Third graders will move to the area 
being used by Grades 4-6. Due to the number of students 
in the same area, recess would be tweaked so that 
students remain with their homeroom group, simplifying 
any need for contact tracing. 

Nelson reported seven RMS students and one 
staffer in isolation, 16 individuals in quarantine, and, to 
his knowledge, Rochester still has not experienced in- 
school transmission of COVID-19 to date. 

“[A full return] is really important to [the 
children], from a mental health standpoint and from a 
learning standpoint,” said Rochester Health Nurse Connie 
Dolan. “I’m so impressed with the collaboration and 
planning.” 

Nelson asked the School Committee to deliberate 
and consider taking action to a start date for an official 
action plan. According to Nelson, based on guidance from 
the state’s Department of Elementary and Secondary 
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Education, preschool, special education students with 
high needs, English language learners, and children 
in foster care or dealing with homelessness have been 
primary focuses for ORR administration. 

Medeiros displayed two calendar options. 

Option 1 starts K-2 full in-person on Monday, February 8; 
Option 2: starts K-2 full in-person on Monday, February 
1. Medeiros said he favored beginning February 1 but 
cautioned the committee that Mondays are half-days to 
accommodate professional development for the faculty. 
With that explanation, the committee asked that Option 2 
be amended to a Tuesday, February 2, start, and that was 
the option that was unanimously voted in. 

Committee member Tina Rood asked about the 
contact-tracing process and about personal protective 
equipment. Dolan outlined the process, and Nelson said 
he is very confident in PPE supplies. 

Rood also asked about absenteeism since the 
Christmas break. Medeiros said anywhere between five to 
11 students needed to be out of school either due to close 
contact or a positive test. 

Once the K-2 return to school was settled, Nelson 
shifted the topic to a reintroduction of the Student 
Opportunity Act (SOA), a three-year, evidence-based plan 
to increase school funding. 

The SOA is meant to close achievement gaps, 
monitor success in reducing achievement gaps, and 
engage families in the process. The pandemic put the SOA 
on the back burner, but DESE has recently asked school 
districts to re-engage in producing their own SOAs. 

Calling the program an unfunded mandate, 
Nelson said that Medeiros collaborated with other 
district principals and started drafting an SOA. Medeiros 
summarized the progress on developing an SOA for RMS, 
including assessment tools. Medeiros said that Marion 
and Mattapoisett are using the same tools and that teacher 
training is part of the three-year program. 

The committee voted to approve the work with 
the understanding that it will be presented again when 
the schools are in a better position to enact it.

Davidson discussed regulations that came about from the 
state in 1997-98, quantifying the school year at 900 total

Medeiros followed up with specific 
examples of implementation. 

Hartley said that she had hoped to have an FY22 
budget completed and ready for the meeting but said it 
would take another meeting for completion.

Davidson told the committee that kindergarten 
report cards would be distributed across all three towns 
on February 4 and 5. A parent session for kindergarten 
registration will be held via Zoom on February 3 at 6:00 
pm with a March 1 deadline. Preschool screenings were 
scheduled for January 27 at Sippican Elementary and on 
March 10 at RMS. Project Grow applications are open. 

In place of his traditional Principal’s Report, 
Medeiros thanked the committee for its support of the 
school amidst its current transitions. 

In her ORR District School Committee report, 
Rood told the committee that Portuguese is being added 
as an elective. 

In her Tri-Town Education Foundation report, 
Robin Rounseville said the subcommittee met on January 
12, and that grant applications are being finalized; $6,500 
is available in grants. 

The Anti-Racism Subcommittee has met 
frequently, according to Kate Duggan, who noted plans to 
join some committee members at a YWCA event focused 
on race. 

The committee broke into an executive session 
and only returned to adjourn the open session. The 
Rochester School Committee’s next meeting will be at 6:30 
pm on March 4 unless a compelling reason to meet sooner 
emerges. 


Bulldogs Work through Intensified Schedule 
Sports Roundup

Every high school is dealing with adversity as 
it navigates the winter season through the COVID-19 
pandemic so, as usual, Old Rochester boys basketball 
head coach Steve Carvalho is not interested in excuses 
when it comes to the Bulldogs’ recent scheduling flux. 
After the first game of the season was postponed, 
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Old Rochester was able to get in a pair of games before 
yet another postponement. The second pause in the action 
resulted in a week between games, forcing the Bulldogs to 
get in all of the preparation for their meeting with South 
Coast Conference rival Wareham at practice. 

“Our philosophy was to hammer them down low 
with our size,” Carvalho said when reflecting on the 60-50 
loss to the Vikings. “They made it tough on us. We had 
the size advantage and we did out-rebound them slightly, 
but not as much as I wanted to. [It was] one of those 
things where I think some of the [Vikings’] athleticism 
and speed got to us a little.” 

From there, the Bulldogs lost 76-32 to 2021's force 
of the SCC, Dighton-Rehoboth, on Friday, then lost again 
two days later to Apponequet, 63-52. 

With Sawyer Fox unavailable, Liam Geraghty, 
Steve Morrell, and Alex Wright have helped manage the 
load on the offensive end. Wright was Old Rochester’s 
lone player to finish in double figures (12 points) against 
Dighton-Rehoboth, while Geraghty (14) and Morrell (13) 
led the charge against the Lakers. Morrell also finished 
a rebound shy of a double-double in Sunday’s loss, Old 
Rochester’s fourth of the season. 

And things are not slowing down for the 
Bulldogs. After a Tuesday meeting with Bourne, Old

From the Files of the 


Rochester Historical Society 

Many of the residents of Rochester during its 
first 100 years were descendants of people who had come 
from various towns and cities in the uu 
British Isles, including some who 
had arrived in Plymouth on board 
the Mayflower. 

However, one resident of 
Rochester, Joseph Look, born in 
1776, had a different backstory. His 
lineage on the paternal side traced 
back to Nope, the Native American 
name for Martha’s Vineyard, where 
his grandfather, Samuel, was born 
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in 1702. According to family records, Samuel was raised in 
“the wigwam of Zachariah Wonhosso at the Indian Town 
in Tisbury.” He lived there from the age of nine until, 
at the age of 21, when he received an inheritance left to 
him in his mother’s will. He moved to the mainland and 
settled in Rochester, where he 
was known as “Indian Samuel.” 
He married Ruth Savery, a 
Rochester girl, and became a 
husbandman (farmer). Samuel 
died in 1783. 

As Samuel’s grandson, 
Joseph Look was 5/16 Native 
American. He married Susanna 
Ryder and had a homestead 
along Walnut Plain Road. In 
the 1850s, he built a mill in 
the vicinity of High Street and 
Walnut Plain Road. By the late 
1800s, it was known as the Look 
and Steven’s Box Board, Stave and Shingle Mill. Joseph 
died in 1857. 

The wooden pendant featured in h photo was 
worn by Look’s grandfather, Samuel, as a talisman when 
he left his native Nope for the mainland in 1724.
